Out of the thirty participants, only 
fourteen were. successful in up-grading. We now have eleven new 
Technician class (three of them no-code techs), one new Advanced class 
and two new Extra class for a pass rate of 46.6%, which is below 
average. 


The two that are mow Extra Class, are from out of Stark County, one 
from Wooster NSPHS and the other from New Philadelphia WASBNH. On the 
local scene, Phil Costanzo NSIUG went from General to Advanced. Those 
upgrading from Novice to Tech includes Mark Ladnow KBSMHQ, Bernie 
Wickham KB8MSL, and Dick Haren KBBLEI. Two locals that came in with no 
license were Kenny Burch, from Canton, getting his Tech Plus and Roy 
Turner, also from Canton, passed the no-code Tech.
